REMARKABLE RISE IN 
EXPORTS. 
JULY’s GOOD RETERYS; 


A notable increase in the value of 


exports from the United Kingdom is 
the feature of the returns relating to 


British trade for July. 

Their value was £60,418,626, 
compared with £52,145,951 in June 
last, and with £43,172,399 in July of 


‘last year, tho differénce between the 


two Julys being £17,246,227. Last 
month’s total was only exceeded in 
January ond March so-far as this year 
is concerned, but it should be noted 
that the amount for July of last year 
was one of the lowest of 1921, 


A emall increase was also shown in 

the valne of fast month’s imports, 
the total being £81,783,034, sgainsb 
$80,501,863 in the corresponding 
month of last year, an inorease of 
£1,231.671. Last month’s total was, 
however, lower than that.of both May . 
and Jure of this year. 
‘The greater part of the risoin ex- 
ports was smong articles wholly or 
mainly manufactured, which showed 
au improvement of £11,7,60,305. In- 
creases were recorded of £7,870,821 
in cotton yarns and manufactares, 
£1.904,023 in woollen and worsted 
yarns and manufactures £1,802,457 
in iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof, and £1,018,467 in vehicles, 
including locomotives, chips, 
aircraft. 


An advance of £5,266,229 was 
shown in raw materials ond articles 
mainly manufaotared, the largest itera 
being an increase of £4,019,889 in 
coal. Articles of food, drink, and 
tobacco marked a rise of £103,715. 

With regard to imports; there was 
an increase of £4,004,916 in raw 
materials and articles mainly 
unmanufactured. Not on onace of 
coal was imported last month, and 
consequently a decline of £4,885,450 
wos shown under this heading. 
Nearly ali other items registered an 
increase, the largest being £2,786,113 
in raw cotton and cotton waste, 
£2,720,618 in wool and woollen rugs, 
and £1,868,955in wood and timber. 
There was a drop -of 48,017,915 
among articles of ford, drink, ‘and 
tobacco, while articles wholly of 
mainly: manufactured increased by 
£574,123. 

For the seven months of the year 
that have pasted. British imports were 
valued ‘at £568,970,169, compared 
with £652,276,868 in the correspond- 
ing portion of last year, a decrease of 
£83,806,709. East month's rise in 
oxports brought the- balance on the 
right side. ‘The total value from 
Janusry to July was £412,180,431, 
pared with £12,067,426, an 
inorease of £113,005. 

Last month’s re-exports of foreign 
and colonial merchandise were valued 
at £8,316,638, against £9 361,556 in 
Jaly of Inst ycar, a decrease of 
£1,044,918, while for the seven 
months they totolled £53,988,158, 
compared with £69, ,047,245, an 
advance of £4,940,913.

tant Crown Solicitor, they were not 
procceded with, 

Mr. R. B.-A. Webster, for the de- 
fence told the Magistrate that is was 
tle wish of the Postmaster-General 
and the Attorney-General that the 
cage be not sent cn to the Supreme 
Court. Prisoner had pleaded guilty to 
the charge of possession, and in view 
of the fact that he was an old mon 
with a large family the Government 
did not wish to seo the heavy pesalty 
inficted which might be imposed by a 
higher court.

HIDEOUS OUTRAGE ON SING- 
SONG GIRL.

The story of a wicked uncle who is 
alleged to have employed loafers to 
disigure with nitric acid the face 
of hia sttractive 8-yeor old 


- niece, 8 sing-song girl, was heard 


at tho Mixed Oourt, Shangbai, 
when three men were charged on 
remacd with causing grievous bodily 
harm to the young woman. Magis- 
trate Kuon and Mr. Blackburn order- 
ed o further remand in custody, to 
give the police an opportunity to ap- 
the uncle and another 
Chineeo believed to have bribed the 
threo accused ta commit the deed. 

A deto:stive-sergeant stated that on 
the night of August 17 the sing-song 
girl waa returning home from Wing 
-On’s, where her uncle had recently 
been employed. As she was passing 
the month of an alleyway in Honkow 
Rokd,some one thraw, what 
the at first thought was 
water, over her. An iretant 
later she felt the burning effect of the 
acid ond ran tertified into a Chinese 
restaurant, Here she fainted. 
Eventually she was sent to hospital. 
From statementa taken from prieoners 
‘alter their arrest, the motive for 
the crime - breame apparent. 
Since the death of the 
girl’e father she bad lived 
with ber uncle, a confirmed opium 
amolier, who worked on tha roof 
garden, He obtained her a position 
there as a sing-sovg gitl and had been 
in the habit of taking her wages as well 
as his own Somc time before the acid 
throwing incident, tha man had lost his 
position, As his niece had ulso left 
Wing On'saxd went to live with her 
mother, he waa naturally deprived of 
his opium. In revenge he had planned 
through a middleman to blind the 
complainant, The prisoners, who hid 
once be!ore shadowed the girl, denied 
having thrown the acid. 

Tho complainant corroborated the 
story told for the police, adding that 
it was ovly at Grat that tho received 
no wages, Her uncle bad said on one 
occasion: ‘How dare you continua 
te sing while Lam not still at Wing 
On's?” 

The Bench said there was no direct 
evidence that either of Lhe prisoners 
threw the acid. They, llowever, on 
their own a !rnission wira !'ad oba‘ac:, 
tere and the Nench were quite prepat- 
ed to grant a remand in custody fure 
reasonable length o1 time, The sccus 
ed were accordingly remanded fora 
fortnight.

YMVORTANT COMPANY WOUND UF.

Mr. Douglas Eadie, the new cbair- 
man, presided over a stormy meeting 
ofthe Rennie, Ritchie and Newport 
Shipboilding Co., Ltd., in Winchester 
House, London, for the purpose of 
‘considering tho following resclution:— 

- Phat it haa been proved to the 

satisfaction of this meeting that the 
company cannot, by reason of its 
‘fiabilities, continue ita business, and 
thot itis advisable to wind up the 
same, and accordingly that the com- 
pany be wound up voluntarily, aud 
that “Me, Frank Whinny, of 4, 
Fredericks place Yondon, 15.C.2, 
chattered acconntant be and is 
hereby appointed the liquidator 
for the purpose of euch winding-up. 

The company hod deficits of 
£219,000, and the chairman explained 
that if they did not go into volunt- 
ary liquidation, with the chanco of 
‘saving something, end perhapa of 
rec netfucting the company, they 
would be forced in a few days into 
compulsory liquidation by creditzra 

‘in Scotland. A series of strikea, the 
. cost of material, and the eight hours’ 
-day had turned profits into losses.
